(Thil  note  posted  above  my  desk,  leant  me  focus 
many  times.)  in  1854  Chief  Seattle  of  the  Puget 
Sound  Indians  was  asked  to  sell  a  large  area  of  land 
that  is  now  known  as  Washington  State.  He  and  his 
people  were  promised  a  reservation  by  president 
Franklin  Pierte.  Here  is  Chief  Seattle's  reply: 


We  are  a  part  of  the  earth  and  it  is  a  part  of  us. 
How  can  you  buy  or  sell  the  sky,  the  warmth  of  the 
land?  The  idea  is  strange  to  us.  If  we  do  not  own  the 
freshness  of  the  air  and  the  sparkle  of  the  water,  how 
can  you  buy  them? 

Every  part  of  the  earth  is  sacred  to  my  people.  Ev- 
ery shining  pine  needle,  every  sandy  shore,  every  mist 
in  the  dark  woods,  every  clearing,  and  humming  insect 
is  holy  in  the  memory  and  experience  of  my  people.  The 
sap  which  courses  through  the  trees  carries  the  memo- 
ries of  the  red  man. 

So,  when  the  Creat  Chief  in  Washington  wants  to 
buy  our  land,  he  asks  much  of  us.  The  shining  water 
that  moves  in  the  streams  and  rivers  is  not  just  water 
but  the  blood  of  our  ancestors.  If  we  sell  you  land,  you 
must  remember  it  is  sacred  and  you  must  teach  your 
children  that  it  is  sacred.  Each  ghostly  reflection  in 
the  clear  water  of  the  lakes  tells  of  events  and  mem- 
ories in  the  life  of  my  people.  The  water's  murmur  is 
the  voice  of  my  father's  father. 

The  rivers  are  our  brothers,  they  quench  our  thirst. 
The  rivers  carry  our  canoes,  and  feed  our  children.  If 
we  sell  you  our  land,  you  must  remember  that  the 
rivers  are  our  brothers,  and  yours,  and  henceforth  give 
the  rivers  the  kindness  you  would  give  any  brother. 

We  know  that  the  white  man  does  not  understand 
our  ways.  One  portion  of  land  is  the  same  to  him  as 


the  next,  (or  he  is  a  stranger  who  comes  in  the  night 
and  takes  from  the  land  whatever  he  needs.  The  earth 
is  not  his  brother  but  his  enemy,  and  when  he  has  con- 
quered it,  he  moves  on.  He  leaves  his  father's  graves 
and  his  children  s  birthright  is  forgotten.  He  treats  his 
mother,  the  earth,  and  his  brother,  the  sky,  as  things  to 
be  bought,  plundered,  sold  like  sheep  or  bright  beads. 
His  appetite  will  devour  the  earth  and  leave  behind 
only  desert. 

I  do  not  know.  Our  ways  are  different  than  vours. 
The  sight  of  your  cities  pains  the  eves  of  the  red  man. 
Perhaps  because  the  red  man  is  savage  and  does  not 
understand. 

There  is  no  quiet  place  in  the  white  man's  cities.  No 
place  to  hear  the  unfurling  of  leaves  in  the  spring  or 
the  rustle  of  an  insect's  wings.  The  clatter  only  seems 
to  insult  the  ears.  And  what  is  there  life  it  a  man 
cannot  hear  the  lonely  cry  of  the  whipp<x>rwill  or  the 
arguments  of  the  frogs  around  a  pond  at  night?  I  am  a 
red  man  and  do  not  understand.  The  Indian  prefers  the 
soft  sound  of  the  wind  darting  over  the  lace  of  a  pond, 
and  the  smell  of  the  wind  itself,  cleansed  by  rain  or 
scented  with  the  pine  cone 

The  air  is  precious  to  the  red  man,  for  all  things 
share  the  same  breath:  the  beast,  the  tree,  the  man.  The 
white  men,  thev  all  share  the  same  breath  I  le  docs  not 
wm  to  notice  the  air  he  breathes  Like  a  man  dy^  for 
many  days,  he  is  numb  to  the  stench  Hut  if  we  sell  you 
our  fand,  vou  must  remember  that  the  air  is  precious  to 
us,  that  the  air  shares  its  spirit  with  all  the  life  n  lup 
[-■oris  The  wind  that  gave  our  grandfather  his  lirst 
breath  also  received  his  last  sigh  And  if  we  sell  you 
our  land  you  must  keep  it  sacred,  as  a  place  where 
even  the  white  man  can  go  and  taste  he  wind  that  is 
sweetened  by  the  meadow  s  flowers 


So  we  will  consider  your  offer  to  buy  our  land.  If 
we  decide  to  accept  I  will  make  one  condition.  The 
white  man  must  treat  the  beasts  of  this  land  as  his 
brothers.  What  is  man  without  the  beasts?  If  all  the 
beasts  were  gone,  man  would  die  from  a  great  loneli- 
ness of  spirit.  Whatever  happens  to  the  beasts  soon 
happens  to  man.  I  am  savage  and  do  not  understand 
any  other  way.  I  have  seen  a  thousand  rotting  buf- 
faloes on  the  prairie,  left  by  the  white  man  who  shot 
them  from  a  passing  train.  I  am  savage  and  do  not  un- 
derstand how  the  smoking  iron  horse  can  be  more  im- 
portant than  the  buffalo  we  kill  only  to  stay  alive. 

You  must  teach  vour  children  that  the  ground  be- 
neath their  feet  is  the  ashes  of  our  grandfathers.  So 
that  they  will  respect  the  land,  teach  them  that  the 
earth  is  rich  with  the  lives  of  our  kin.  Teach  your 
children  what  we  have  taught  our  children,  that  the 
earth  is  our  mother.  Man  did  not  weave  the  web  of 
life,  he  is  merely  a  strand  in  it.  Whatever  he  does  to  the 
web,  he  does  to  himself.    ■

The  Oath  of  Hippocrates 


I  swear  by  Apollo,  the  physician,  and  Aceculapius  and  Etygeia  and 
Panacea  and  all  the  gods  and  goddesses,  that  according  to  my  ability  and 
judgement,  I  will  keep  this  Oath  and  this  stipulation:  to  reckon  him 
who  taught  me  this  Art  equally  dear  to  me  as  my  parents,  to  share  my 
substance  with  him  and  relieve  his  necessities  if  required,  to  look  upon 
his  offspring  in  the  same  footing  as  my  own  brothers  and  to  teach  them 
this  Art  if  they  shall  wish  to  learn  it,  without  fee  or  stipulation:  and 
that  by  precept,  lecture  and  every  other  mode  of  instructor  I  will  import 
a  knowledge  of  the  Art  to  my  own  sons  and  those  of  my  teachers  and  to 
disciples  bound  by  a  stipulation  and  oath,  according  to  the  law  of 
medicine,  but  to  none  others. 

I  will  follow  the  system  of  regimen  which,  according  to  my  ability 
and  judgement,  I  consider  for  the  benefit  of  my  patients,  and  abstain 
from  what  ever  is  deleterious  and  mischievous.  I  will  give  no  deadly 
medicine  to  anyone  if  asked,  nor  suggest  any  such  counsel. 

With  purity  and  holiness  I  will  pass  my  life  and  practice  my  art. 
Into  whatever  houses  I  enter,  I  will  go  into  them  for  the  benefit  of  the 
sick,  and  will  abstain  from  every  voluntary  act  of  mischief  and 
corruption.  Whatever  in  connection  with  my  professional  practice  or 
not  in  connection  with  it,  I  see  or  hear  in  the  life  of  men  which  ought 
not  to  be  spoken  of  abroad,  I  will  not  divulge,  as  reckoning  that  all  such 
should  be  kept  secret.  While  I  continue  to  keep  this  Oath  unviolated, 
may  it  be  granted  to  me  to  enjoy  life  and  the  practice  of  the  Art 
respected  by  all  men  in  all  times!  But  should  I  trespass  and  violate  this 
Oath,  may  the  reverse  be  my  lot!

*Past,  ^Present,  and  Future 


Our  College's  bc^inrtinc^s  were  simple,  proud  and  courageous.  "Few  men 
were  willinq  to  weather  the  social  and  professional  criticism  to  support  the 
cause  of  women  in  medicine.  One  who  was,  LOilliam  CDullen,  the  first 
president,  had  studied  medicine  himself  at  'Philadelphia  CDedical  College 
and  worked  in  a  dispensaru,  for  the  poor.  'He  said,  "It  occurred  to  me  that 
woman,  having  received  from  her  creator  the  same  intellectual  constitution 
as  man,  has  the  same  ri^ht  as  man  to  culture  and  development  . . .  that  if 
women  were  properli)  educated,  some  new  avenues  to  useful  and  honorable 
employment,  in  entire  harmony  with  the  gentleness  and  modesty  of  her 
sex,  might  be  opened  to  her."  His  educated  wife  agreed;  she  was  one  of  the 
first  40  students  in  our  College. 

Other  early  supporters  included  Chaddeus  Stevens,  abolitionist;  'Dr.  'Bar- 
tholomew "Fussell,  a  village  doctor  in  LOest  Grove,  'Pa.,  who  trained  his  older 
sister,  niece  and  best  friend's  grand-daughter,  Ann  'Preston;  and  'Dr.  Joseph  S. 
Congshore,  prominent  and  liberal  'Philadelphian  physician.  Uhis  earliest  cham- 
pion trained  in  his  office  his  sister  and  three  sisters-in-law  and  was  the  first 
college  professor  of  obstetrics.  Uhe  price  he  paid  for  helping  women  to  enter 
medicine  was  persecution  by  and  ostracism  from  the  'Philadelphia  CDedical 
Society  and  all  his  hospital  affiliations. 

Uhe  College  advertised  its  1850  Opening  Session  in  the  Philadelphia  papers 
and  an  internationally  circulated  Tirst  Annual  Announcement.  Chis  latter 
item  recruited  Trances  CPitchell  from  England,  the  first  foreign  graduate.  Tjhe 
Announcement  stated  the  College's  purpose  and  ended:  "We  desire  to  throw 
open  to  (females)  those  avenues  of  Sciences  from  which  they  have  so  long  been 
excluded,  by  representing  in  a  full  course  of  lectures  the  great  and  wonderful 
improvements  of  the  age  . . .  Go  accomplish  this  no  expense  has  been  or  will  be 
spared." 

Arguments  against  women  entering  medicine  were  numerous.  Tirst  was  the 
male  belief  in  inherent  male  intellectual  supremacy.  One  journal  stated  doc- 
tresses'  "brains  would  not  hold  up  and  would  get  brain  fever  from  studying 
medicine."  An  1848  obstetrics  textbook  further  explained,  "She  has  a  head 
almost  too  small  for  intellect  but  just  big  enough  for  love." 

Second  were  those  arguments  based  on  man's  physical  supremacy.  tOomen 
were  described  as  anemic,  poorly  resistant  and  menstruating  with  an  "automatic 
necessity  for  one's  bedrest  per  month,"  thus,  it  would  be  impossible  for  her  to 
be  as  totally  committed  to  medicine  as  a  man.  It  was  thought  that  woman, 
innately  unfitted  for  professional  work,  would  only  be  successful  by  imitating 
man,  being  masculine  and  more  subject  to  ridicule. 

Ghird  was  social  inertia.  'Physicians  in  America  had  been  male,  so  the  idea  of 
"doctresses"  seemed  laughable  at  first.  IDomen  belonged  in  the  home,  guarding 
the  social  morality  and  sacred  family  structure.  'By  attempting  both,  they 


would  compromise  either  their  family  or  professional  aspirations.  Conservative 
women  spoke  against  the  feminist  movement:  bitterly  the  Tirst  T.CD.C.  Announce- 
ment stated  there  were,  "absurd  arguments  of  those  (women),  the  exercise  of  whose 
mental  abilities  seldom  reach  beyond  the  decorations  of  the  boudoir  and  toilet, 
and  we  find  that  those  who  have  been  deaf  to  such  idle  protestations  of  delicate 
imbecility,  have  shed  luster  on  Citerature  and  Sciences  ..."  Tourth,  many  male 
physicians,  trained  in  proprietary  schools  by  virtue  of  ability  to  pay  and  having 
only  pecuniary  interests,  feared  the  feminine  onslaught  of  economic  competition. 
A  war  on  physician  shortage  might  have  shaded  these  social  prejudices  in  the  cause 
of  "Che  general  interest." 

Tifth,  some  men  expressed  paternalistic  concerns  for  the  women's  modesty. 
Acknowledging  that  some  physicians  were  a  boorish,  licentious  lot,  several  1878 
'British  physicians  were  quoted  in  the  'Richmond  and  Jlouisville  CDedical  Journal 
stating  they  would  rather  follow  their  daughters  to  the  grave  than  subject  them 
to  the  vulgarity  of  the  surgical  benches  or  dissecting  room  or  the  mention,  anatomic

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description  or  treatment  of  male  genitals.  One  man's  lamenting  conclusion  was 
that  "the  movement  for  removing  English  women  from  their  true  sphere,  the 
sphere  in  which  thei(  are  so  strong,  beautiful  and  all-powerful,  to  the  sphere  of 
the  operating  theatre  and  the  distrusting  coarse,  vulgar  scenes  of  the  dissecting 
room,  where  she  is  both  uncrowned  and  unsexed,  has  succeeded.  It  will  be  the 
ruin  of  the  University  of  Condon,  and  a  source  of  disgust  and  regret  to  all  the 
true  friends  and  admirers  of  woman." 

Finally,  the  entrance  of  women  into  medicine  was  perhaps  heatedly  fought 
here  in  America,  as  compared  with  the  seemingly  smoother  transition  in 
Continental  Europe,  because  it  was  supported  by  a  vocal  feminist  movement 
that  roused  equally  vocal  resistance  in  both  men  and  women.  Change,  especially 
if  bitterly  and  forcefully  espoused  like  a  distasteful  medicine,  will  be  resisted 
emotionally,  instinctively  and  unthinkingly. 

Che  first  "Female  CDedical  College  graduation  ceremonies  were  to  take  place 
'December  30,  1851.  Che  outrage  of  traditional  'Philadelphian  physicians  over 
the  granting  of  the  CD.'D.  decree  to  women  was  so  threat  that  hundreds  of  male 
medical  students  threatened  to  disrupt  the  ceremony,  heckle  'President  CDullen 
or  perhaps  even  burn  the  'Kail!  Fifty  police  reserves  were  stationed  in  the  '.Hall 
to  assist  the  regulars  in  maintaining  order.  In  fact,  policemen  outnumbered 
the  participants  who  were  peered  at  and  pelted  with  jeers  and  insults. 

'Dr.  C/H.  'Pierce,  one  of  the  College  corporators,  described  the  bitter  difficul- 
ties: "LOith  two  noble  exceptions,  not  an  evangelical  clergyman  could  be  induced 
to  sit  on  the  platform  on  (College)  occasions;  not  a  medical  journal  in  the  land 
would  publish  our  advertisement,  or  do  other  than  grossly  misrepresent  the 
College;  no  hospital  could  admit  our  students  for  clinical  advantages  ...  so 
intense  was  the  feeling  on  the  part  of  the  profession  against  the  men  who  were 
willing  to  accept  professorships  in  the  school  or  give  instruction  in  medicine  to 
women,  that  it  was  with  difficulty  that  good  teachers  could  be  obtained  . . .  with 
the  exception  of  a  few  donations  from  friends,  there  was  not  a  dollar  in  the 
treasury  for  compensation  of  professors  or  illustrations  of  lectures." 

Despite  the  odds,  the  first  eight  women  graduates  had  learned,  had  passed 
their  exams  and  written  their  theses: 

Susanna  Ellis:  "Influence  of  the

Angenette  Hunt:  "Che  Crue  'Physician." 

Anna  CDau  (longshore:  "Electricity"

Ann  'Preston:  "General  Diagnosis." 

CDartha  A.  Sawin:  "Anemia." 

•Phoebe  CD.  IPay:  "IPounds." 

A  small  group  o(  friends,  families  and  Quaker  college  supporters,  including 
woman's  rights  leader  Cucretia  CDott,  listened  attentively  to  speaker  (longshore 
and  experienced  first-hand  with  the  graduates  the  excitement  of  their  historic 
venture.  Che  threatened  violence  had  only  heightened  their  sense  of  import. 

Dr.  Longshore  spoke  honestly  with  the  graduates,  "We  have  all  been  engaged 


in  a  new  but  momentous  enterprise.  We  have  labored  (hand  in  hand)  against 
powerful  opposing  influences  . . .  Chis  is  the  most  eventful  day  in  the  history 
of  your  lives,  in  the  history  of  women  . . .  society  (now)  assigns  to  women  an 
exalted  position,  one  never  before  conferred  upon  her  by  legislative  action;  it 
raises  her  from  a  state  of  comparative  imbecilitu,  and  helplessness,  to  one  of 
personal  identity  and  independence,  from  subservience  to  equality  . . .  Chey  are 
all,  all  looking  to  you,  and  to  your  future  conduct  and  success  with  feelings  of 
the  most  intense  interest  . . .  Forget  that  you  are  women  but  remember  that 
you  are  physicians  . . .  'Demonstrate  your  knowledge  by  your  works." 

After  her  1851  graduation,  Ann  'Preston  planned  to  build  a  LOoman's  'Hos- 
pital. She  became  the  first  woman  medical  school  department  Chair  I'Physiol- 
ogy,  1853)  and  used  her  faculty  alumna  status  to  campaign  for  funds.  'Her  1858 
'Hospital  'Board  of  Cady  CDanagers  (heresy!  lady  management!!)  stated  her  goals: 
"A  woman's  hospital  is  about  to  be  founded  in  conjunction  with  the  College, 
which  will  supply  a  most  needed  charity  and  offer  the  students  of  the  College 
opportunity  for  both  clinical  and  bedside  training,  as  well  as  give  an  opportunity 
for  the  training  of  nurses."  Equally  important,  the  IDoman's  'Hospital  would 
provide  admitting  privileges  for  the  faculty  and  alumnae  denied  these  privileges 
elsewhere  in  the  City  because  of  their  FCDC  affiliations. 

Ann  Preston  engineered  every  angle.  She  encouraged  alumna  Emeline  Clev- 
eland (1855)  to  attend  (la  CDatemite  in  Paris  and  return  to  the  new  hospital 
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as  first  Chief  'Resident  and  first  female  surgeon  -  ovariotomist  in  'Phila- 
delphia. lOhile  PCDC  and  other  colleges  closed  for  the  first  near  of  the  Civil 
lOar  (faculty  and  students  volunteered  their  servicesl,  Ann  stumped  the 
'Philadelphia,  CDontqomery  and  'Bucks  County  countrysides  for  funds. 

Che  new  'Hospital  would  be  in  the  country  facing  Girard  College  on  "Tlorth 
College  Avenue.  Che  first  house  was  rented  (Sept.  1861)  for  $300  and 
accommodated  five  beds  for  patients,  who  paid  only  for  food  and  lodging. 
All  care,  medicines  and  operations  were  free.  Che  hospital  qrew  to  three 
adjoining  houses  and  finally  to  IDoman's  'Hospital  and  'Dispensary  building. 
Pirst  floor  rooms  were  rented  to  the  College  for  teaching.  Chus  lectures  for 
the  14  upperclassmen  and  6  freshmen,  patient  care,  and  some  student  live- 
in  quarters  were  all  under  one  roof.  In  1863,  the  'Hospital  became  one  of 
America's  first  three  nursing  schools  when  it  rented  nurse's  teaching  space.

WOMAN'S    MEDICAL    COLLEGE    OF    PENNSYLVANIA 


lOhen  the  College  was  15  years  old,  it  gained  two  forceful  women  leaders  and 
changed  rapidly.  In  1865,  PCDC  friend  Isaac  'Barton  drafted  Tlew  *J/ork  chemist 
"Rachel  'Bodley  to  be  the  first  woman  to  Chair  Chemistry  in  America;  the  following 
year  Ann  'Preston  became  the  first  woman  'Dean.  'During  the  1867-68  academic 
year,  the  College  became  Che  UWian's  CDedical  College,  graduated  its  first  Afri- 
can-American doctor,  Rebecca  Cole,  gained  its  first  woman  'Board  of  Corporators 
member  and  received  a  bequest  from  Isaac  'Barton  to  build  a  larcje  College  'Building 
for  teaching  next  to  the  tOomen's  Hospital.  Che  1868-69  academic  year  made 
UXDC  an  innovative  W.S.  leader  in  medical  education  by  requiring  a  progressive 
three-year  graded  course  of  study  rather  than  the  old  two  years  -  repeated  scheme. 

'Dean  'Preston  pushed  for  more  clinical  experience.  'By  1869  UXDC  students  were 
attending  the  clinics  of  IDills  Eye  Hospital,  Orthopedic  Hospital  and  'Philadelphia 
Hospital  at  'Blockley.  On  January  2,  1869,  distinguished  physician  Alfred  Stille 
(the  president  of  the  'Philadelphia  CDedical  Society)  welcomed  the  first  forty  women 
students  to  attend  the  all-male  'Penn  Blockley  lectures: 

"Cadies  and  Gentlemen,  I  have  the  pleasure  in  meeting  you  here  today.  It  is  the 
first  time  in  my  medical  experience  I  have  had  the  opportunity  of  addressing 
women  amoncj  the  audience  of  my  pupils.  We  are  sometimes  shocked  at  what  is 
novel . . .  but  in  the  present  instance  I  must  say  that ...  I  not  only  have  no  objection 
to  seeing  ladies  amoncj  a  medical  audience,  but  on  the  other  hand,  I  welcome  them." 
Chat  course  continued  its  smooth  success. 

Eleven  months  later  things  were  not  so  smooth.  'Dean  'Preston  received  invita- 
tions from  the  CDana^ers  of 'Pennsylvania  Hospital  for  UXDC  students  to  attend 
the  Saturday  morning  general  surqery  clinics.  She  and  several  faculty  members 


with  thirty-odd  UXTX  students  were  stunned  by  their  reception.  Senior  Sarah 
Hall  wrote,  "IPomen  students  were  ^iven  the  privilege  of  attending  clinics  at 
'Pennsylvania  Hospital.  It  was  thought  (they)  would  be  of  qreat  educational 
value,  and  (we)  were  advised  that  as  many  as  possible  should  attend  the  first 
one  open  . . .  We  were  allowed  to  enter  by  way  of  the  back  stairs  and  were 
greeted  by  the  men  students  with  hisses,  (caterwaulin^s,  mock  applause,  offense 
remarks  upon  personal  appearances)  and  paper  wads.  Che  'Professor  of  Surgery 
came  in  and  bowed  to  the  men  only.  CDore  hisses.  We  retired  the  same  way  we 
entered  and,  on  reaching  the  outer  door,  found  men  students  (lining  the  way) 
and  we,  to  yet  out,  had  to  take  to  the  road  ...  to  the  tune  of  "Che  "Rogue's 
CDarch."  Junior  Elizabeth  "Keller  added,  "on  leaving  the  hospital,  we  were 
actually  stoned." 
One  week  later,  'Penn  and  Jefferson  physicians  released  a  statement  saying 
that  they  would  no  longer  participate  in  the  education  of  "admixed" 
student  groups.  'Despite  'Dean  'Preston's  public  protests  that  science 
should  be  impersonal  and  nonsexist,  the  Hospital  CDana^ers  offered  the 
old  "separate  but  equal"  law.  Che  male  professor  then  resigned  rather 
than  have  to  teach  women.  In  months,  the  quality  of  teaching  and 
clinical  material  presented  in  the  separate  women's  clinics  fell  from 
inferior  to  nil,  and  the  women  withdrew.  Chirteen  years  ensued  before 
their  equal  re-admittance  to  'Pennsylvania  Hospital  in  1882. 
'Phase  One  of  "£a  Resistance,"  ^ettinc^  women  into  medical  schools 
had  lasted  26  years.  CDidwestern  male  colleges  led  the  way.  (Geneva,  Un. 
of  Rochester,  lOestern  Reserve,  Un.  of  CDichiqan)  followed  by  women's 
colleges  and  finally  by  the  traditional  East  Coast  schools.  'Phase  Cwo, 
getting  student  clinical  experience,  had  lasted  34  years.  'Phase  Chree, 
getting  university  residencies,  lasted  35  years. 

Early  women  did  postgraduate  training  only  as  "nurses."  Elizabeth 
'Blackwell,  CD.'D.,  was  a  nurse  at  'Blockley  and  £a  (Daternite;  Emily,  her 
sister,  later  received  fuller  training  at  Ca  CDaternite  by  dressing  as  a 
man.  Elizabeth  Shattuck  needed  postgrad  training  to  achieve  her  life's 
dream  as  missionary  in  Asia.  After  beinc^  rejected  by  'Philadelphia  hos- 
pitals for  residency  training,  she  accepted  the  position  of  "Head  Tlurse" 
at  'Blockley.  Chree  years  later,  she  was  ready  to  embark,  but  her  appli- 
cation for  mission  medicine  was  rejected  because  she  was  unmarried. 
'Dejected,  she  continued  as  Head  kT2urse,  caught  typhus  fever  and  died. 
Other  doctresses  had  to  re-enroll  as  medical  students  in  "regular" 
medical  schools  to  achieve  their  professional  c^oals.  Hannah  Eongshore 
spent  her  first  postgrad  year  as  PCDC  Anatomy  'Demonstrator,  then 
became  a  student  aqain  at  'Penn  CDedical  University  for  more  experience. 
*By  1860,  Emiline  Cleveland  attended  £a  CDaternite  as  a  student,  no 
longer  a  nurse.  CDary  'Putman  Jacobi,  a  genius,  writer  and  teacher,  was 
the  first  woman  admitted  to  the  Ecole  de  CDedicine.  Graduating  with 
highest  honors  (1871),  she  returned  to  the  states  and  established  the 
'Post  Graduate  CDedical  School,  Hew  IJork.  Alice  Sennett  (UXDC,  1876) 
did  academic  postgrad  work  at  the  University  of 'Pennsylvania,  becoming 
the  first  woman  Superintendent  of  the  "Tlorristown  State  Hospital. 

"Finally  in  1883,  the  competitive  board  exams  for  'Blockley  residencies 
were  open  to  women.  Happily  applicant  CDary  'Pauline  Root  (UXDC, 
1883)  clarified  our  College's  stance  as  a  truly  competitive  institution  and 
not  a  women's  preparatory  school  for  other  "regular"  medical  colleges. 
'Placing  sixth  of  37  competitors,  she  became  the  first  woman  resident 
there.  Her  training  enabled  her  to  open  the  UWien's  Hospital  and 
'Dispensary  in  CDadres,  India. 
Chus  ended  'Penn  and  Jefferson  undermining  of  UXDC  confidence 
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with  views  that  women  lacked  "intellectual  preparation  on  the  part  of 
most  candidates"  and  clinical  opportunities  in  their  college  curricula." 

Limitation  of  professional  privileges  and  career  choices  was  'Phase  Tour 
of  "Ca  'Resistance. "  'Philadelphia  medical  societies  finallu.  admitted  wom- 
en after  38  years,  but  career  choices  today,  125  years  later  are  still  not 
fully  open  to  women. 

Che  first  woman  CO  'hang  out  her  sign"  in  Philadelphia  ('.Hannah 
(longshore,  FCDC,  1S51)  had  an  ultimately  lucrative  practice.  'However, 
landlords  didn't  recognize  her  earning  potential  at  the  start  and  refused 
to  rent  her  office  space.  Druggists  refused  to  fill  her  prescriptions,  one 
even  ordering  her  home  to  "look  after  her  house  and  darn  her  husband's 
stockings."  Cady  doctresses  were  risky  curiosities;  street  loungers  would 
gather  to  watch  their  offices,  but  few  would  enter  as  patients. 

CPilitary,  missionary  and  academic  medicine  were  all  closed  to  women 
at  first.  Women  (P.'D.s  served  in  the  Civil  War  as  nurses  setting  up 
Army  field  hospitals  or  dressed  up  as  men.  CPany  women  were  discour- 
aged by  the  obstacles  and  chose  instead  to  teach  high  school  hygiene  or 
nursing.  lOhile  this  was  rewarding  for  some,  it  was  frustrating  for  many 
who  wanted  to  practice  what  they  had  trained  and  hoped  for. 

Curricular  and  physical  growth  between  1875  and  1900  boosted  the  Col- 
lege's professional  image.  'Dean  'Bodley  added  a  (."Paternity  'Building  (1878), 
doubling  the  beds  to  3>5l  Chen  Physiology  'Professor  Emily  Trances  lOhite 
opened  a  pharmacologically-oriented  physiology  lab,  an  American  innova- 
tion. "Fulfilling  the  1880  ACPA  recommendations  for  Class  A  institutions, 
UXDC  increased  its  faculty  size,  established  a  separate  Chair  of  Gynecology, 
and  added  an  amphitheatre  clinic.  'By  1882-83,  'Penn  men  received  their 
first  lectures  at  Blockley  by  a  woman  physician.  Professor  Clara  CParshall, 
UXDC  built  a  new  Clinic  'Hall  which  provided  a  300  seat  lecture  hall  and 
numerous  small  medical  and  surgical  conference  rooms. 

After  'Dean  'Bodley  died,  Professor  Cftarshall  became  Dean  in  1888.  She 
established  a  South  Philadelphia  Out-Obstetric  'Dept.  that  in  18%  became 
a  maternity  hospital,  required  that  senior  students  personally  care  for  8 
obstetric  cases  prior  to  graduation,  erpanded  teaching  lab  space,  renovated 
the  dissecting  room  (1894),  added  a  'Bacteriology  lab  (1896),  and  built  a  new 
Caboratory  Building  (1899).  Che  latter  housed  physical  education  and 
therapy  facilities  and  physiology,  histology,  embryology  and  pathology  lab 
space,  freeing  rooms  in  the  College  'Building  for  study,  a  lunchroom  and  a 
hygiene  lab  and  museum.

Eighteen  other  female  medical  colleges  were  opened  in  1890.  One  by  one  they 
closed.  Carger  male  medical  schools  in  the  same  cities  and  states  began  to  accept 
women  in  reasonable  numbers,  making  the  relative  impact  of  the  small  women's 
colleges  smaller.  Che  women's  colleges  hoped  for  the  extra  prestige,  political  clout 
and  potential  for  reforming  medical  education  that  theu,  thought  university  merg- 
ers would  provide.  Sadly,  they  gained  nothing,  instead  losing  either  their  individ- 
uality or  whole  existence  "for  financial  reasons."  Tor  example,  the  Illinois  Female 
CDedical  Coltege  had  affiliated  with  a  universitu,  which  gave  them  no  representation 
and  simply  decided  one  day  that  its  students,  faculty  and  alums  no  longer  existed. 
Che  women  faculty  members  discovered  then  were  no  longer  employed  when  then 
read  the  morning  paper,  never  having  received  notice. 

Our  College,  the  only  women's  medical  college  in  the  western  hemisphere  for  the 
succeeding  70  years,  continued  to  exist  for  several  reasons,  first,  the  coed  colleges 
did  not  provide  truly  equal  education  for  women,  who  were  often  relegated  to 
separate  classes  or  sitting  behind  screens  "for  modesty."  Even  the  1895  pinnacle 
of  medical  education,  Johns  Hopkins,  did  not  allow  women  students  to  examine 
men  below  the  neck. 

Second,  coed  schools  quickly  levelled  their  number  of  female  slots  to  a  5-10%

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Fortunately,  Che  Woman's  (Dedical  College  was  recommended  tor  accredi- 
tation despite  what  seemed  to  be  overwhelming  odds.  In  the  (Day  1910  JA(DA, 
our  College  was  in  Class  I  academically,  those  schools  having  less  than  10%  of 
State  'Board  failures.  Che  Class  of  1909  had  no  failures,  which  was  not  true  of 
'Rush  (Dedical  School,  Johns  Hopkins,  or  the  University  of  "Pennsylvania! 

Class  size  in  1904  and  1905  varied  from  '29  to  "the  largest  ever"  of  44.  In  all 
the  classes  there  were  married  women,  some  with  children,  some  already  widows. 

Financing  their  education  was  a  problem,  as  always.  Costs  were  about  $'2500 
total  for  the  4  years,  or  $400  -  $600/ year.  (Dany  borrowed  funds;  for  younger 
classmates  a  great  deal  was  paid  by  their  parents.  'However,  many  students 
were  older,  having  worked  as  nurses  or  teachers  and  saved.  'Probably  the  most 
unusual  form  of  income  was  of  one  woman  who  was  doing  illegal  abortions 
prior  to  entering  med  school.  Apparently  she  wanted  an  (DD  to  aid  her  other 
work! 

Che  seniors  of  1911  listed  4  reasons  why  they  had  purposefully  selected  UXDC 
vs  coed  med  schools:  "111  Che  thought  of  becoming  a  professional  woman  and 
still  being  a  woman,  (2)  'Because  of  the  stimulation  of  working  under  women 
who  have  attained  prominence  in  the  medical  world,  (3)  (Pore  attention  given 
to  the  conditions  which  women  physicians  are  most  frequently  called  upon  to 
treat,  and  (4)  'Because  it  was  a  woman's  college  and  stood  for  the  great  cause 
of  women." 

Che  years  1912  -  1930  were  filled  with  wars  and  strikes.  (Doney  was  tic^ht 
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again.  Che  'Board  urged  UXDC  to  merge  with  the  University  of  'Penn,  however, 
UXDC  would  have  to  give  up  its  identity  and  they  would  give  no  consideration 
to  current  students,  faculty  or  to  the  "cause  of  women  in  medicine."  Che 
alumnae,  faculty  and  friends  were  outraged,  refused  and  reorganized  laying 
plans  to  move  to  'Henry  Avenue. 

Che  war  between  Administration  and  faculty  was  on!  Che  faculty  found  the 
lack  of  academic  control  unacceptable  and  many  resigned  Che  Board  would 
not  compromise.  Students  went  on  strike,  meeting  at  the  'JKDCA  or  transfer- 
ring away  the  "unstable"  school.  Somehow  there  was  reorganization,  'flew 
faculty  members  were  hired  and  the  College  bounded  back  to  celebrate  its  75th 
anniversary  in  1925. 

Women  physicians  made  great  strides  in  the  1930s  and  40s.  In  1930,  the 
oldest  medical  academy  in  America,  the  College  of  Physicians  of  Philadelphia, 
accepted  its  first  woman,  'Dr.  Catharine  (Dacfarlanc.  Cwo  years  later,  there 
were  69  women  in  the  College  of  Surgeons.  Catharine  was  also  President  of 
AOXPA  and  a  member  of  the  'Penna.  (Dedical  Society  Cancer  Commission. 


American  involvement  in  UWld  Wav  II  began  in  1941.  Cwo  years  later, 
women  physicians  were  impatiently  pushing  for  appointments  in  the  Armed 
Forces  denied  them  since  the  Civil  UW.  A(DUV\  persuaded  the  President  to 
sign  a  bill  commissioning  women  doctors  in  the  Army. 

U\>ndering  what  effect  U^U^II  would  have  on  UXDC  enrollment,  Acting 
'Dean  Fay  predicted  a  drop  due  to  increased  acceptance  of  women  in  financially 
impaired  male  schools.  Instead,  because  of  a  tremendous  rise  in  the  total  number 
of  women  wanting  to  enter  medicine,  there  was  a  3  -  fold  increase  in  UXDC 
applicants.  Che  UXDC  curriculum  was  accelerated  to  3  1.  2  years,  omitting 
senior  vacations. 

Cuberculosis  took  a  dreadful  toll  of  students  of  the  war  years.  A  third  of  the 
original  class  contracted  the  disease;  two  students  died.  Chey  caught  it  by 
doing  the  required  sophomore  autopsies.  Students  were  not  erpected  to  remain 
when  there  was  a  question  of  C'B  exposure. 

'Dean  Craighill  shocked  the  College  in  1946.  LDhile  she  was  away  at  war;  board 
members  communicated  to  her  their  fears  that  the  student  body  was  shrinking 
and  the  College  was  in  dire  financial  trouble  (neither  of  which  were  fact!.  A 
secret  arrangement  was  made  for  UXDC  to  merge  with  Jefferson  (Dedical 
College. 

Che  reaction  was  instantaneous  and  angry.  Che  uninformed  Acting  Dean, 
faculty,  students  and  alumnae  unanimously  opposed  the  merger.  'Despite  a 
split  vote  of  the  'Board,  a  resolution  to  continue  with  separate  College  plans 
and  growth  was  carried. 

Che  College  celebrated  its  Centennial  in  1950.  Che  kick-off  celebration  dinner 
excitingly  typified  the  times.  America  was  paranoid  about  Communism;  the 
nation  was  stirred  with  lists  and  anti-Communist  exposures.  Che  College  had 
selected  as  speaker  a  prominent  woman  professional,  Judge  'Dorothy  Kenuon. 
Co  everyone's  shock  and  dismay,  her  name  appeared  on  one  of  Senator  (Dc- 
Carthy's  lists  as  Communist  sympathizer  only  two  days  prior  to  the  dinner. 

Chere  were  mixed  reactions.  Social  -  conscious  College  supporters  threatened 
to  withdraw  funds  if  the  Judge  was  permitted  to  speak.  On  the  other  hand, 
'Public  'Relations  seized  the  opportunity  for  publicity  and  asked  (DcCarthy  to 
come  and  debate  with  the  Judge.  He  refused,  but  to  the  College's  credit,  they 
did  welcome  Judge  Kenuon  to  speak.  Cater  the  charges  were  cleared  from  her 
record  in  Washington. 
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Che  1960's  were  an  era  of  redirection.  Was  a  strictly  woman's  medical  college 
still  necessary?  Chis  question  had  been  raised  and  studied  before.  In  1851,  when 
FCDC  of 'Penna.  was  one  year  old,  it  was  the  only  one  of  52  medical  schools  for 
women  only.  Chat  year  there  were  only  two  other  medical  schools  (Geneva  and 
'Rochester  in  'TJ.'JU  accepting  one  woman  student  each.  Chus,  of  the  40,755 
U.S.  physicians,  ten  (0.1>2%)  were  women.  Eight  of  the  women  (80%)  were  RDC 
graduates. 

Chirty  years  later,  in  1880,  there  were  100  medical  schools,  18  for  women. 
Chere  were  now  82,000  U.S.  physicians,  3.5%  of  whom  were  women,  most 
graduates  of  the  "female"  schools,  of  the  nearly  2400  women  doctors,  244  (10%) 
were  living  UXDC  alumnae.  In  1881,  'Dean  'Bodley  studied  the  UXDC  grads  to 
see  whether  they  were  happy  in  their  careers  and  able  to  combine  medicine  and 
marriage.  "I  remark  that  the  song  of  domestic  life  as  I  have  listened  with  ear 
attent,  has  been  sung  in  no  minor  key.  In  the  melody  are  a  few  discordant 
notes  ll  unfavorable  influence  of  medicine  on  family,  45  favorable),  but  these 
are  such  as  a  master  might  throw  in  to  enhance  the  harmonies  of  his  strain." 
Although  18  other  women's  colleges  had  existed,  several  folded  with  financial 
problems,  and  male  schools  were  still  reluctant  to  become  coed.  UXDC  was  still 
needed.  'By  1900,  almost  5%  of  all  physicians  were  women  and  over  15%  of  all 
women  had  graduated  from  the  more  stable  UXDC. 

Che  i)ears  between  1912  and  1943,  when  the  number  of  approved  schools  had 
fallen  to  76  and  UXDC  was  the  only  women's  college,  the  total  number  of 
women  physicians  settled  back  to  a  5.0  to  5.2%  of  the  total  yearly.  U^hile  the 
coed  schools  had  resumed  unspoken  but  consistent  5%  female  quotas,  UXDC 
steadily  produced  between  20  and  25%  of  each  year's  women  graduates. 

'During  UWld  War  II,  mani|  of  the  all  male  schools  became  coed  to  avoid 
bankruptcy.  Che  relative  contribution  of  UXDC  to  annual  new  women  physician 
production  fell  to  15%.  'By  postwar  1953,  the  76  of  82  U.S.  medical  schools  who 
did  admit  women  again  lowered  their  quotas  to  5%  "with  a  sense  of  noblesse 
oblige."  Consequently,  UXDC  assumed  greater  relative  impact  once  again  on 
female  education,  producing  15  -  25%  of  all  women  doctors.  Chat  year  UXDC 
had  nine  applicants  for  each  of  its  spaces;  nationally  there  were  2  applicants 
for  each  class  space. 

'By  1963,  each  of  the  87  medical  schools  finally  admitted  women  and  the 
acceptance  rates  were  levelling  off  for  men  and  women.  Che  1000  annual  women 
applicants  grew  quickly  to  2000  annually  by  1969.  Chat  year  UXDC  accepted 
about  17%  of  their  women  applicants  and  graduated  17%  of  all  new  women 
CD.'D.s.  Its  overall  contribution  to  living  female  doctors  was  now  falling  to  10%. 

Concern  about  reverse  discrimination  against  men  in  admissions  policies  and 
federal  and  State  funding  regulations  forced  the  College  to  reevaluate  its 
commitment  to  educating  only  women  doctors.  UXtile  UXDC  had  been  edu- 
cating men  in  graduate  programs  and  as  residents  for  years,  the  'Board  of 
Corporators  felt  it  was  time  for  the  undergraduate  medical  school  to  open  its 
doors  to  men.  Some  of  the  newer  faculty  members  argued  that  increased 
acceptance  rates  for  women  at  other  Pennsylvania  schools  would  increase  UXDC 
competition  for  best-qualified  women  students.  Since  there  was  a  smaller  pool 
of  women  than  men  applicants,  it  would  lower  UXDC  standards  unless  they 
accepted  men.  Chese  two  arguments,  qualifying  for  State  Aid  by  serving  more 
'Pa.  residents  (men)  and  maintaining  high  quality,  were  the  force  to  change. 

■Heedless  to  say,  students,  alumnae  and  conservative  faculty  members  fought 
the  move  to  coeducation  vigorously  Chey  believed  that  the  College  had  a 
uniquely  famous  and  historic  mission,  publicized  frequently  in  newspapers  and 
magazines  to  provide  training  opportunites  for  women  in  medicine.  Chey  feared 
that  coeducation  would  eventually  infringe  on  the  number  of  positions  open  to 
women  and  would  compromise  the  commitment  to  women. 

All  levels  of  the  UXDC  community  contributed  to  the  endless  debates  over 


details  in  the  new  "CDission  Statement,"  which  was  designed  to  appease  and 
unite  all  the  warring  camps.  Che  College  voted  to  accept  men,  but  retained  the 
motto:  "19th  century  pioneer  . . .  20th  century  pacesetter  in  medical  education 
for  women."  Che  first  male  undergraduates  were  admitted  in  1969. 

Che  1970s  were  a  decade  of  many  changes  and  a  new  name  for  UXDC.  In 
1970,  the  College  changed  its  name  to  the  CDedical  College  of  Pennsylvania  and 
instituted  the  first  medical  school  emergency  heliport  in  Philadelphia. 

In  1972,  the  first  four  male  CD.'D.s  graduated  from  the  CDedical  College  of 
'Pennsylvania.  Expansion  also  occurred  during  this  year  as  the  Couise  'B.  'Kaiser 
Auditorium  was  built. 

Phase  Cwo  of  the  school  expansion  occurred  in  1973:  the  addition  of  the  new 
Florence  A.  CDoore  Cibrary  and  teaching  renovations  in  Ann  Preston  'Ball. 

1974:  CDCP  had  88  freshmen:  66  women;  17  provisional  acceptances  for  the 
Class  of  1980  from  Cehigh,  selected  from  5099  applicants.  Che  third  phase  of 
expansion  involving  renovations  in  the  CDain  'Building  which  included  new 
research  and  teaching  labs;  faculty  offices  in  the  old  library. 

In  1975,  CDCP  was  125  years  old  and  had  graduated  3437  CD.'D.s.  Che 
freshman  class  consisted  of  93  students  of  which  60  were  women.  Phase  Four 
of  the  College  Expansion  began  with  a  4-story  roof  top  extension  of  the  animal 
research  building  for  education  and  research. 

Che  most  recent  years  in  the  history  of  the  CDedical  College  of  Pennsujvania 
have  been  full  of  further  changes  and  continued  expansion.  Affiliations  with 
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many  community  hospitals  have  occurred,  resulting  in  a  more  diverse  clinical 
education  for  CDC'P  students.  In  1988,  A.'HE.-H.f .  joined  with  the  CDedical 
College  of  Pennsylvania  creating  a  second  major  clinical  campus  at  Allegheny 
General  "Hospital  of  Pittsburgh,  PA.  Che  year  of  1992  was  a  milestone  for  the 
school  with  the  opening  of  the  new  Queen  £ane  Campus.  Over  5000  applicants 
submitted  their  applications  for  matriculation  to  the  Class  of  1995,  "the  largest 
class  ever"  with  a  total  of  135  students  at  graduation.  And  lastly,  the  most 
recent  partnership  in  1993  with  'Hahnemann  University.  At  present,  over  13000 
applications  have  been  received  for  250  seats  in  the  Class  of  1999.  U'hat  a  long 
way  we've  come  since  the  days  of  Ann  Preston  and  the  school  in  1850!
